Jeflersontown has a sewage disposal system and, paradoxical 
though it sounds, it has none. Although a quarter million 
dollars was spent-both private and public funds involved- 
less than fifty families and other consumers are being serviced 
by the network of lines, put in by the W.I'.A. in 1940. No 
more connections can be made because fault} construction for- 
bids handling of any appreciable volume of sewage. 

The sewer lines are a public project, in which private capital 
is involved through a bonded debt. It's a community problem 
and at times, at least, it becomes almost a menace. It's every- 
body's business, even though it is nobody's business in particular. 

The responsibility, obviously, lies on somebody's doorstep. 
We consider it that of the federal govenment, whose agents 
came here and made an agreement with the local town author- 
ities. This is our conclusion, statements of government official! 
notwithstanding. 

The W.P.A., on its own terms, entered into an agreement 
with the City of Jeffersontowa W.P.A officials wrote the 
specifications for construction, named the type ol materials to 
be used and supervised the entire project of construction, to 
the practical exclusion of .any and all other authority. When 
the job was supposed to have been finished, consumers' con- 
nections were being made. But when the rains began to descend 
and the storm waters began to roll over the Streets and down 
the gutters and to percolate through the, soil, it was found 
that the water was finding its way easily, and in large volume, 
into the sewer lines, which were not designed to take it.

The witness of John concerning 
Jesus as the Son of God had been 
attested by the divine knowledge of 
Jesus and his personal call to his 
disciples.

"Led by H. D. Arnold, Bell sys- 
tem scientists emerged with the 
tube which was to be 



nental telephone system. But more 
than a first class amplifier was 
needed. Higher quality transmitters 
and a wide variety of associated ap- 
paratus also had to be designed. 
Much of it might be tested and com- 
pared by using sound recordings. 

"The engineers who began Initiat- 
ing these studies of sound found it 
necessary to obtain recordings of 
fsr higher quality than those avail- 
able by the commercial processes 
of the contemporary phonograph in- 
dustry. Therefore they began to ex- 
periment with the recording of 
sound on film (an old but stlU fairly 
primitive laboratory art) while sim- 
ultsneously seeking to improve the 
wax disk method of recording. - 

"Meanwhile attention was given 
to the development of an Improved 
microphone which would give uni- 
form response to all pitches in the 
audible range. The magic of the 
high vacuum lube amplifier made it 
possible to design the condenser

"The scientists working with 
new recording techniques likewise 
were achieving superior results. By 
1916 they had developed two im- 
proved methods of recording sound 
on film and also were able to obtain 
results from wax disk record- 
ings. A high quality public address 
item was the next achievement.

Bulletin Discusses 
Inspection Of Seed 

"The only way to know the 
real worth of any lot ol seed is 
to have it tested," says a new 
bulletin on seed inspection at 
the Kentucky Agricultural Ex 
periment Station. 

"Each state seed teg shows the 
results of a complete analysis. 
The teg is the seedman's guar- 
anty, the basis for prosecutions 
of seed law violations, and the 
farmer's assurance of quality." 

The bulletin says "the situs 
tion in regard to purity and 
weed-seed content is improving, 
while in regard to germination 
the reverse is true. Purity and 
weed-seed content usually de- 
pend on cleanness of fields and 
methods and machinery used in 
cleaning, while germination de- 
pends on methods of harvesting 
i and storage. It would seem that 
I more a'.tentiorl to methods of 
harvesting and storage would im- 
prove still further the seed sit- 
uation in Kentucky."

Broad Study Being Made 
of Public Debt Policy 

The first step in an efTort to arrive at a sound policy for the 
management of the nation's 270 billion dollar debt has been 
taken by the Committee on Public Debt Policy with the pub- 
lication of a study of our debt through five great wars. This 

study was the final work of the 

late General Leonard P. Ayrea, 
noted economist, who completed It 
a few days before his sudden death 
in Cleveland last October. The 
Ayrea study Is the first of 
to be Issued during the n 
months by the Commlttse o 
Debt Policy, covering the effect of 
the national debt on va; 
ments of the country. 

The burden or the national debt 
retting upon each man. woman and 
child after each or the country's 
great wars Is given as follows In 
the Ayrea study:

The study shows that It has been 
our national tradition to pay down 
our war debts promptly. Through- 
out our history, the study con- 
cludes, the most acute dangers of 
fiscal collapse have never been the 
reaulta of laadequate or falling re- 
sources, but always the conse- 
quences of weak financial policies.
